Today,  in  the  midst  of  nature's 
beaoty,  culture  and  the  wild  flut- 
tering of  joyous  hearts,  we  unite  to 
bespeak  the  gratitude  of  thought- 
ful hearts.  While  there  breathes 
over  us  the  spirit  of  music  and 
mirth  and  exhilaration,  we  are 
cairied  back  in  thought  to  the  first 
thanksgiving  day  of  our  country. 
We  are  hurried  back  to  the  thresh  ! 
old  of  our  country  and  of  onr  lib- 
erty; back  to  the  fluttering  banner 
of  the  old  colonial  days  when  the 
thanksgiving  dinner  steamed  be 
fore  the  old  log  fire.  In  the  au- 
tumn of  1621,  amid  the  boundless 
wilderness  of  a new  world,  the  first 
thanksgiving  of  our  country  was 
celebrated.  It  was  on  New  Kug- 
land  shores,  in  4 dark  wilderness 
where  no  ax  had  leveled  the  giant 
progeny  of  the  crowded  groves,  in 
which  the  fantastic  forms  of  with- 
^^red  limbo  that  had  been  blasted 
«>d  riven  by  lightning  contrasted 
RjHreiigth  with  the  verdant  freshness 
^K>f  a younger  growth  of  branches, 

W that  Gov.  Bradford  proclaimed  a 
day  of  thauksgiving.  Far  removed 
from  loved  ones  ,by  the  surging 
billows  of  a mighty  sea,  where  an  | 
unbroken  wilderness  mingled  its 
gloom  with  that  of  a cold  Novem- 
ber day.  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  here 
taught  to  generations  yet  unborn 
the  lesson  of  thanksgiving.  In 
their  heroic  battle  of  faith  against 
the  most  fearful  odds  they  sounded 
the  alpha  of  our  independence. 
Through  faith  they  conquered 
where  jthers  would  have  gone 
_ down  m despair.  Their  faith  is 
our  faith,  their  hope  is  our  hope, 
their  God  is  our  Gwd.  ” These  in- 
stitutors  of  our  thanksgiving  day 
died  in  a.glorious  struggle,^nd  no 
funeral  note,  save  the  dirge  of  the 
mournful  sea.  breathed  upon  their 
sad  and  lonely  burial,  yet  their 
mantles  have  fallen  on  us.  With 
an  unfaltering  faith  that  overspread 
their  dark  and  lonely  path  with  a 
star-lit  galaxy,  they  pressed  brave 
ty  forward  in  their  undertakings. 
This  first  service  was  an  offering 
of  pure  devotions  arising  from  the 
sentiments  of  grattitude  in  the 
offerers'  own  bosom.  It  was  con- 
nected wifh  joy.  praise  and  glad- 
ness ao4-<he  voice  of  melody.  But  I 
sometimes  fear  that  while  tbeir  man- 
tles fell  on  us,  we  did  ndt  catch  a 
double  portion  of  their  spirit.

Our 
commerce  has  spread  her  sails 
and  lingers  in  every  port.  Out 
railroad  trains,  like  thundering 
demons,  dart  across  our  continent 
from  shore  to  shore,  climbing  rocky 
crests  and  skimming  across  alkali 
plains.  Today  we  stand  the  peer 
of  any  nation,  and  the  secret  of  out 
greatness  is  writ  on  the  pages  of 
the  old  Book,  and  today  onr  devo- 
tion to  its  God,  is  told  in  thanks- 
giving of  a million  hearts.  Upon 
the  balmy  breezes  of  our  United 
States  from  the  Mexic  Gulf  to  the  I

Here  in  our 
quiet  village  where  our  evening 
sun  expires  in  mists  that  drape 
the  sky  with  the  glory  of  the 
clouds,  surrounded  by  lakes  that 
glow  alone  like  gems,  in  the  midst 
of  vast  forests  that  bury  their  feet 
in  the  mould  of  uncounted'  centu- 
ries, and  by  the  side  of  a river  that 
stretches  across  a continent  its 
chain  of  silver,  let  ns  lift  onr  hearts 


[of  gratitude  aud  make  our  voices 
join  in  the  mighty  chorus  of 
thanksgiving.  While  the  soft  mel- 
low sunlight  shines  warmly 
through  the  drowsy  haze  of  this 
autumn  day,  and  the  gentle  winds 
rcome  ladeued  with  the  perfume  of 
the  forest  like  a lingering  dream  of 
summer  to  a Id  joy  to  this  thanks- 
giving hour,  let  us  let  not  our  de- 
votion die  and  the  mourning  of 
winter  winds  sigh  its  dirge,  but 
with  one  mighty  voice  tiugling 
with  the  aroma  of  thanksgiving, 
let  us  turn  to  the  giver  of  all  good.

THANKS? 

Do  not  press  this  interrogation. 
Because  every  suubeam  is  a bene- 
diction and  every  dewdrop  jeweled 
in  the  vase  of  the  lily  |s  a blessing;

The  earth,  the  air  and 
the  water  have  yielded  their  bounti- 
ful supplies  aud  to  day  the  good 
women  have  doue  honor  to  their 
skill  and  ingenuity  by  setting  be- 
fore their  hungry  guests  a repast 
as  sumptuous  and  inviting  as  it  is 
varied  and  delightful-  Look  over 
our  country  and  with  furtive  imag- 
ination steal  a glance  into  the  din- 
ing halls.  There  you  will  catch  a 
glimpse  clamoring  for  thankful- 
ness. Roast  turkey,  savory  meats, 
roasts  of  all  kinds,  salads,  cakes 
and  porridge,  while  the  centre  of 
each  board  is  adorned  with  daint- 
iest flowers  scattering  rich  aroma 
and  filling  the  atmosphere  with  a 
sweeter  incense  than  ever  rose  from 
vestal  fires  on  the  altars  of  Rome.
